Car users 
at hospital 
still block 
the streets 

STAFF at a Black Country hos¬ 
pital are continuing to clog sur¬ 
rounding streets with cars 
despite the opening of a new 
691-space car park at the site, 
residents claim. 

People living near Russells Hall 
Hospital, Dudley, say workers are 
blocking nearby roads with their 
cars for up to 12 hours at a time, 
leaving residents unable to park 
outside their own homes. 

It had been hoped that the hospi¬ 
tal’s new £6 million staff car park, 
which opened in December, would 
help to resolve the problem of on¬ 
street parking. 

But last week, residents claimed 
the multi-storey had not made any 
difference. At Brierley Hill Area 
Committee, they told councillors 
that vehicles were still being left in 
Poets Corner, Tennyson Street, 
Milton Street and Byron Street. 

They want the council to be 
stricter on issuing parking tickets to 
Russells Hall workers causing prob¬ 
lems in streets around the hospital. 

Dudley Council director of urban 
environment John Millar said he 
would look into the issue and contact 
the hospital.

Slump in trade sees popular pub close

A BLACK Country pub 
famed for its award¬ 
winning carvery has 
closed due to declining 
trade and spiralling costs 
The Thorns pub in 
Quarry Bank, which was 
also known for its brightly 
coloured rock star mural on 
one of its outside walls, has 
the shutters up . 

Paul Skitt, who has run 
the pub since 2002, said the 
decision to close had not 
been taken lightly, but he 
had been left “between a 
rock and a hard place”. 

He said it was “heart¬ 
breaking” but he could not 
afford to keep the business 
open due to increased rents. 

“I have lost my own home 
and pumped every penny I 
have ever made into keeping 
the pub afloat. I want people 
to know the decision to close 
was not taken lightly. 

“The brewery gave me the 
chance to get out of the lease 
and I had no alternative but 
to take it. The hardest thing 
was telling the staff the pub

was to close. There is not a 
part of that pub that I don’t 
know. 

“I have altered large parts 
of it myself over the years 
and to have to close it was 
just heartbreaking.” 

Mr Skitt thanked cus¬ 
tomers who had supported 
the pub. 

He said he had been 
unable to negotiate a lower 
rent with owners Marston’s 


to compensate for a drop in 
trade caused by the eco¬ 
nomic climate. He said the 
rent had soared to £55,000 
per annum and was dealt a 
second blow when yearly 
business rates on the pub, 
set by Dudley Council, rock¬ 
eted to £30,000. 

Mr Skitt said: “The pub 
was at its highest period of 
success in 2007 and 2008 
and at the time the brewery 


asked for a higher level of 
rent. “However, when the 
economic situation started 
to bite and there was a fall 
off in trade, it declined to 
review the amount and 
bring it to a lower, more sus¬ 
tainable level. 

“It said we were still busy 
enough to cover the cost 
under its business model 
and would not review the 
amount.” 

A Marston's spokesman 
said: "We had arranged a 
repayment plan in order for 
the licensee to keep the pub 
open and trading. 

“Unfortunately the instal¬ 
ments were not met and 
with regret we have no 
choice but to reclaim the pub 
and begin the search for new 
licensees to take it on." 

The Thorns’ awards 
included Best Pub, Best 
Eating Place and Best Small 
Concert Venue in the Chron¬ 
icle sister paper’s Express & 
Star Spotlight Awards in 
2008. 

The pub also won praise 
for its rock legend mural. 


IT’S A GIFT! 


Mystery benefactor buys £37,500 
coach as school funds stretched 


A MYSTERY benefac¬ 
tor has stumped up 
£37,500 so that a 
Dudley school can buy a 
much-needed coach. 

The Brier School in Kingswin- 
ford, which deals with special 
needs pupils, was struggling to 
fund hire fees and was on the 
verge of cutting back on its trans¬ 
port service. 

Staff had applied to the Variety 
Club Midlands charity to help find 
funding for a Sunshine Coach 


early last year and expected a long 
wait for a new vehicle. The charity 
normally takes two years to raise 
funds from corporate and individual 
sponsors. 

But a Variety Club benefactor, who 
wishes to remain anonymous, felt so 
strongly about the cause the donation 
was made in a single gift. 

The specially-adapted Sunshine 
Coach will save the school around 
£6,000 a year in hire fees - funds 
which now will be used for the benefit 
of the children. 

Head teacher Russell Hinton said: 
“We’re thankful for the very generous

donation. It’s given the school a real 
lift. It will be great to have such a ver¬ 
satile coach.” The school, in Bromley 
Lane, accommodates 144 children 
aged four to 16 who have moderate 
learning difficulties and complex com¬ 
munication issues. 

Concern 

Some pupils are wheelchair users. 
The 17-seater coach was presented to 
the school on Tuesday, and will be used 
to provide access to colleges and 


courses off site. It has wheelchair 
access through a tail-lift. The school 
previously leased two coaches from 
Dudley Council, but this was proving 
to be impractical and expensive, and 
the possibility of having to axe one of 
the coaches was a concern. 

The new coach will be used for extra¬ 
curriculum trips and also to transfer 
pupils to local colleges, helping them 
to return to mainstream education. 

Mr Hinton said: “The money that we 
save will be put straight back into the 
school and used for the benefit of the 
children. The coaches are an integral 
part of our work in transferring pupils 
to colleges and on extra-curricular 


trips. The needs of the children change 
all the time, so a coach that can change 
with them will be a massive help.” 

Variety Club Midlands is a charity 
dedicated to helping sick, disabled and 
disadvantaged children in the region. 
It has presented more than 50 coaches 
worth more than £1.5m during the 
past five years. 

Since being established in 1962, 
The nationwide Variety Club has 
donated some 5,000 Sunshine 
Coaches to deserving causes.

Tenants face biggest rent rise in 
decade despite Labour protests 


RENTS are to rise by an average 6.7 per 
cent for thousands of tenants in Dudley. It 
is the biggest increase in almost a decade 
for residents of the borough’s 24,000 
council homes. 

The increase ranges from £3.50 to more than 
£5.50 a week, with more than three quarters of 
tenants having to find at least £4 extra a week. 
The move is expected to bring in £5.2million. 

Dudley Council will be allowed to keep only 
£1.4m, with the balance going to the Govern¬ 
ment. The higher charges will be imposed from 
April if they are given the go-ahead by the 
council’s cabinet. 

Council leaders say the increase was calcu¬ 
lated using the central Government’s formula 
based on inflation and the size and value of 
council properties.But a Labour councillor rep¬ 


resenting one of the borough’s poorest areas has 
accused the authority of leaving the poorest res¬ 
idents “high and dr/’. 

Castle and Priory ward’s Councillor Ken 
Finch said: “I think these increases are disgust¬ 
ing. There must be a way to help. 

“It leaves the less well-off in the borough high 
and dry. Some of them are going to have to find 
an extra £20 to £25 a month, which is going to 
hit them hard. 

Flexibility 

“We all know times are hard but I can’t 
imagine there isn’t something the council could 
do to help. Council homes are supposed to be 
affordable, and they are becoming the opposite.” 

The Tory-controlled cabinet’s member for 
housing, Councillor David Simms, vowed to 


freeze the rents next year if new rules made it 
possible. 

“My hands are bound in this case — if it were 
up to me we would not be increasing rent by this 
much while everyone is experiencing such diffi¬ 
culties financially,” he said. 

“A new system will hopefully be introduced 
later this year which allows for more flexibility 
and places more control in the hands of local 
authorities. 

“If that is in place by this time next year I will 
be looking to freeze rents.” 

Other planned increases include service 
charges at the council’s 344 sheltered housing 
schemes, which are set to rise by 10 per cent to 
a new weekly charge of £9.78, and laundry 
tokens for residents living in high-rise flats will 
be increasing by 4.6 per cent to £1.90. 
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It’s flaming chips again

The station is only about 300 yards down the 
road, and I was worried we wouldn’t get our breathing gear 
on before we pulled up outside. This is really good - they 
got me good and proper.” 

He was escorted on the call-out by colleagues Rudy 
- Parkes, Scott Worton, Lee 
Gubbins, Chris Darby and 
Matt Haines with the bless¬ 
ing of senior bosses who 
arranged temporary cover 
for the fire station. 

The former soldier, who 
declined to reveal his age, 
joined West Midlands Fire 
Service in 1988 after a spell 
in the Army which counts 
towards his uniform career 
service. 

Daughter 

Jon served with the Royal 
Engineers in Northern 
Ireland and Germany after 
signing up, aged 16, straight 
from school in Halesowen 
where he grew up.

Ancient 
market to 
get £6m 
facelift 


DUDLEY’S ancient 
ailing market will be 
given a £6million facelift 
aimed at attracting more 
shoppers to the town. 

A bid for funding is being 
drawn up. 

Stalls will be given a 
revamp and the ageing 
toilet block removed to 
create an unobstructed 
view across the town to 
Dudley Castle. 

The town’s 19th century 
fountain, which has fallen 
into disrepair, will also be 
restored to its former glory 
as part of the proposals 
being drawn up by Dudley 
Council. 

A funding appeal for half 
of the £3m needed to get 
the project off the ground 
will be submitted to the 
European Regional Devel¬ 
opment Fund (ERDF). 

Funding 

The money will help 
council planners to finalise 
plans for the scheme, 
which are still in an early 
stage, in a bid to attract 
further funding. 

Deputy Council deputy 
leader Councillor Les 
Jones said: “We need to 
secure the funding. 

“ We will then hold a con¬ 
sultation with the market 
traders.” 

Market trader David 
Flavell, aged 50, who has 
run his fruit and veg stall 
for 14 years, welcomed the 
news but said he feared it 
would not be enough to 
boost trade. 

“If the council wants to 
boost trade we need free 
car parks and incentives to 
get the bigger shops in.” he 
said. 

Bid to save 
the Harriers

fans have launched a desper¬ 
ate “save our club” campaign 
after a potential buyer pulled 
out of a deal at the 11th hour, 
claiming to buy it would be 
like “catching a falling knife”.

Teenage lead-stripping thief preyed on 
elderly and vulnerable in overnight spree

ATEENAGE thief who stripped more than 
£1,500 worth of lead from elderly people’s 
homes during an overnight stealing spree 
has been given a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence. 

The 18-year-old “preyed on vulnerable 
victims” and left them facing bills of hundreds of 
pounds to replace the lead and fix the damage, a 
court heard. 

Nine homes were targeted by Brett Wood. He 
got away with lead from seven of them. 

Wood, of Sedgeford Close, Brierley Hill, had 
been helped by a 17-year-old accomplice and a 
driver, Dudley Magistrates Court heard. 

Magistrates chairman Mrs Barbara Sykes, 
told him: “This was a calculated series of thefts 
and there was a considerable number of victims.” 


Properties in Heath Farm Road, Belbroughton 
Road and Fredericks Close, Norton, Stourbridge, 
were targeted. 

Police were called by residents who had heard 
noises on their roofs or had seen Wood ripping 
lead flashing from their homes at about 3am on 
January 4. 

One piece of lead in the haul was 8ft long, said 
Miss Maxine Macintosh, prosecuting. 

Stealing 

Wood was also seen at about 8.30am loading 
the metal into a Vauxhall Nova in South Road, 
Stourbridge. 

Miss Macintosh added: “He has preyed on 
elderly and vulnerable victims.” 

But Miss Diljit Bachada, defending, said Wood 
did not know he was stealing from elderly people. 


She added: “This was an opportunistic crime.” 
The 17-year-old, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, will be sentenced on February 16 
having pleaded guilty to the same charges. 

Wood pleaded guilty to seven counts of theft 
and two of attempted theft. He also admitted 
cannabis possession. 

He was handed a 12-week sentence suspended 
for 12 months, a 12-month community order, and 
told to complete 120 hours unpaid work in the 
community. 

He must pay £641 compensation - a third of 
£1,923, the total value of damage caused and lead 
stolen. 

Wood will also undergo 23 sessions on a Think¬ 
ing Skills programme, including modules on 
“problem solving”, “self-control” and “positive 
relationships”. 


Hospital car park short 
on spaces, claims union 


Despite the central reser¬ 
vation being brought in to 
prevent cars from turning 
right into the store, 
motorists have continued to 
ignore the rules. 

It is understood the 
scheme has been in the 
pipeline for a year and the 
costs of removing the reser¬ 
vation and realigning the 
access to the store to create 
a new right hand turn will 
not cost Sandwell Council 
taxpayers a penny. 

Councillor Docker said: 
“Lidl have reviewed the 
current arrangements and 
the proposal is to remove 
the existing central reserva¬ 
tion and realign the 
entrance to Park Street so 
that a right turn can be 
made into Park Street from 
Archer Way.” 

Ben is more 
than happy

reaching for the stars after 
landing the leading role in

at Wolverhampton’s Grand

Ben, from Stourbridge 
Road, Wombourne, has 
already been in six shows 
including The Forbidden 
Planet when it was at the 
Grand. Ben said: “I am over 
the moon at getting the part. I 
would have been delighted 
just to get any part.” 


DUDLEY’S main hospital is 200 
car parking spaces short of the 
minimum number it needs for 
workers following controversial 
changes, union officials fear. 

Unison says there are not enough 
spots for all of the staff who would 
qualify for a parking pass at Russells 
Hall Hospital. 

But the hospital trust, which runs the 
site, said it was still assessing how many 
spaces were required. Bosses are now 
arranging meetings with staff to get their 


views next month. Passes will then be 
issued to staff according to new criteria. 

Assessments will include how far 
workers live from the site and how often 
they need to use their car during the course 
of the working day. 

There are 1,123 staff spaces at the site 
including 691 at the multi-storey car park. 

More than 3,000 workers had applied for 
permits for Russells Hall and the Guest 
Hospitals in Dudley and the Corbett Hospi¬ 
tal in Stourbridge. 

All applicants have been granted tempo¬ 
rary access to the car parks while arrange¬ 
ments are finalised. But Unison 
representative Tracy Wood 
said she had been told there 
was a shortfall of 200 spaces 
and bosses were being 
forced to rethink the new 
arrangements. 

“I have been told they are 
200 spaces short for the staff 
so at the moment it is still 
free for all,” she said. 

Dudley Group of Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Foundation Trust 
chief executive Paula Clark, 
said: “We are carrying out 
capacity exercises on differ¬ 
ent days over a number of 
weeks to assess what the 
requirement is. 

“When we have finished 
this exercise we will then be 
able to consider any short¬ 
fall.” 

Regulations 

The new parking arrange¬ 
ments were thrown into 
chaos after private firms, 
which run some hospital 
services, said they would 
not be able to apply the new 
rules to their workers. 

Bosses are still working to 
resolve the issue. 

The hospital trust says it 
has been forced to restrict 
parking spaces to one for 
every four workers due to 
council regulations when it 
applied for planning permis¬ 
sion to build the new multi¬ 
storey in 2008. 


Centro budget slashed by £3m 

MORE than £3 million is to be slashed off the budget for 
public transport this year. Centro, which was set up by the 
councils of the West Midlands to oversee public transport 
and pay for travel for pensioners and the disabled, will see 
its budget cut from £153.7m to £150m in 2011-12. 

Bosses are now trying to bring in savings including 
cutting the £12.4m a year cost of running Ring and Ride 
services for the elderly and disabled by £930,000. 

Disused house 
set to be razed 


A HOUSE just yards from 
Broadfield House Glass 
Museum in Kingswinford 
will be demolished to make 
way for a new housing 
development. 

The house, off Barnett 
Lane, is derelict with an 
overgrown garden and only 
accessible by using a dirt 
track. 

Developer Kendrick 
Homes was successful in 
gaining permission to tear 
down the disused property 
and clear the site. In its 
place, six four-bedroom 
houses will be built. A 
number of mature trees and 


part of an existing boundary 
wall will be retained. 

Councillors had insisted 
that clauses were inserted 
into the planning permis¬ 
sion to make sure that the 
trees and the wall were pro¬ 
tected. 

Listed 

Planning committee 
member Councillor Geof¬ 
frey Southall said the wall 
gave the area “character” 
and “should not be taken 
down for the sake of it”. 

The Grade II listed 
museum sits to the north of 
the site.

THE terrifying 
T-rex has been 
brought to life at a 
new exhibition in 
Dudley. 

Sixty-five million 
years after the 
dinosaur walked 
the earth, a 7ft- 
long replica has 
roared into the 
Black Country. 
Curators at Dudley 
Museum and Art 
Galley found the 
cast of a skull fossil 
in a Cambridge 
warehouse. 

The cast had 
been taken from a 
famous skeleton 
discovered by 
archaeologists in 
1987, in South 
Dakota, America. 

It is nicknamed 
Stan after amateur 
fossil hunter Stan 
Sacrison who made 
the discovery. 
Curators spent 
£4,800 on acquir¬ 
ing the model 
thanks to a legacy 
left in the will of 
former museum 
officer Jane 
Carney. It will take 
centre-stage at the 
entrance to the 
museum, in St 
James’s Road, 
Dudley. 

The museum’s 
operations 
manager John 
Billingham says 
the model will be 
the centrepiece of a 
new display on 
dinosaurs.

MORE than £300,000 
has been spent on spe¬ 
cialised ambulance 
equipment to cope 
with the increasing 
number of obesity 
cases in the West Mid¬ 
lands. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service has bought 
four specialist bariatric 
ambulances - vehicles 
with extra wide ramps 
and strengthened 

floors — to ferry the heav¬ 
iest patients around. 

Figures released under 
the Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion Act reveal the vehi¬ 
cles can cost up to 
£90,000 each. 

They are equipped 
with double-width 

trolley stretchers, which 
cost up to £10,000 each 
and are able to support 
patients weighing up to 
50 stone. 

Cushions 

They also feature 
hoists and inflatable 
lifting cushions, which 
cost around £2,500. 

If the ambulances have 
their tail-lifts reinforced, 
that costs an additional 
£800. Meanwhile, stan¬ 
dard ambulances are 
being equipped with 
heavy-duty wheelchairs, 
stretchers and lifting 
cushions. 

Ambulance trusts 
across the country are 
facing a similar expense. 
Every ambulance trust 
in England, Northern 
Ireland, Wales and Scot¬ 
land has confirmed the 
changes. Jo Webber, 
director of the Ambu¬ 
lance 

Service Network, said 
ambulance bosses had 
been left with no option.

GUIDELINES aimed at 
breathing new life into the 
centre of Quarry Bank and 
creating two “landmark” 
buildings have been drawn 
up. 

Enhancing High Street, 
creating a distinctive local 
area and improving safety 
are key points of the Quarry 
Bank Local Centre Regener¬ 
ation Plan. 

Turning the plans into 
reality will depend on 
private investors coming in 
to help fund the changes.

Councillor Les Jones, 
cabinet member for regen¬ 
eration and deputy leader, 
said he hoped developers 
would take a look at how the 
council would like to see 
Quarry Bank developed. 

“The council has put 
together a framework and 
people can look at it and see 
that is the direction of travel 
we want to go in. 

“Our local centres are 
communities in their own 
right and have long term 
futures. I hope investors 
have a look at these plans.” 


Go-ahead 
for lighting 

LIGHTING is to be installed 
around a new outdoor gym in 
Netherton despite a resident 
threatening to take Dudley 
Council to the Local Govern¬ 
ment Ombudsman. 

Plans were submitted to 
light up the healthy hub and 
outdoor gym in Netherton 
Park. Nearby Greaves Road 
resident Gordon Smith, 72, 
claimed the gym had become 
a hangout for yobs who were 
drinking and causing anti¬ 
social behaviour into the 
night. 

“We are decent people and 
do not deserve this,” he said. 

He also claimed previous 
planning applications about 
the healthy hub buildings in 
the park had not been put out 
to proper consultation. 


Top Army post for colonel with 
fond memories of town school

A TOP soldier brought up in Stour¬ 
bridge has been put in charge of 
setting up a body to investigate all 
British military air accidents. 

Mike Smith, aged 43, who was awarded 
the OBE in the New Year Honours list and 
has just been promoted to colonel, went to 
school at Stourbridge’s Old Swinford Hos¬ 
pital, and says he launched into his career 
in the Army after being inspired by his time 
in the school’s Combined Cadet Force. 

Col Smith, who has been a helicopter 
pilot as well as commanding a regiment in 
Iraq and Afghanistan, is now based in 
Farnborough, Hampshire, where he is in 
the process of setting up the Military Air 
Accident Investigation Branch. 


“We will be responsible for investigating 
every accident involving an aircraft from 
the army, navy or RAF. This means that we 
need to be prepared and ready to deploy to 
places like Afghanistan,” he said. 

“I will have a small team of about 20 
people and will be able to call upon other 
technical experts. The accidents may some¬ 
times be really minor - but even something 
relatively insignificant can teach us valu¬ 
able lessons.” 

Infantry 

Col Smith, whose parents Vernon, a 77- 
year-old retired steel company director, 
and Patsy live in Pedmore,recalls fondly 
his schooldays at Old Swinford Hospital, 
where much of his time was devoted to the 


Combined Cadet Force and playing rugby. 

“It was part of something quite rooted in 
my ambitions - I was remarkably blink¬ 
ered and single-minded I wanted to join the 
Army,” he said. 

He enrolled for officer training at Sand¬ 
hurst in 1985 and, after being commis¬ 
sioned, spent nine years in the infantry 
before being seconded to the Army Air 
Corps. Col Smith, whose brother, Rob, aged 
47, is a member of the Fleet Air Arm, qual¬ 
ified as a helicopter pilot in 1995 

Before his recent promotion, the father of 
three was a lieutenant colonel in charge of 
1 Regiment Army Air Corps, serving in Iraq 
during 2009 and Afghanistan in 2010. 

His military OBE was awarded for his 
role on operational tours. 


£ 900,000 


scanner is 
NHS tonic 
at hospital 


THOUSANDS of patients are to 
benefit from a new MRI machine 
which will slash waiting times at 
Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital. 

The hi-tech scanner, which is costing 
£914,000 and which is larger than the 
machine currently used by the hospital, 
will provide faster scans and more accurate 
diagnoses. 

It has been welcomed by hospital gover¬ 
nor Councillor Steve Waltho who said it 
was “marvellous news” for patients, who 
will not have to wait so long for their tests. 

Staff say it will enable them to see more 
patients in a shorter timescale. 

The Magnetic Resonance Imaging 
scanner, which will be installed at the hos¬ 
pital later this year, will be housed in a new 
suite. 

Two chillers supplying air conditioning 
to keep the machine cool will also be 
installed at a cost of £72,000. 

The hospital trust has applied to Dudley 
Council for permission to erect the equip¬ 


ment within the hospital grounds. It is 
anticipated the new scanner will be opera¬ 
tional later this year. 

Councillor Waltho added: “This is mar¬ 
vellous news for patients. 

“Anything that helps to reduce waiting 
times and enables patients to be treated 
sooner, can only be beneficial.” 

Chief executive Paula Clark said the 
trust would be obtaining the scanner under 
its PFI contract with Summit Healthcare. 

Computer 

“The scanner will provide faster quality 
imaging and more accurate diagnoses and 
with 33 per cent more space around the 
patient, it will also reduce the claustropho¬ 
bic feeling some people experience,” she 
said 

Superintendent radiographer Tim 
Wicker said: “Faster imaging on the new 
scanner will allow certain routine scans to 
be performed in a shorter time interval. 

“This will allow more patients to be 
scanned and further reduce waiting lists.” 

The hospital trust will 
also spend £8.7m replacing 
worn-out medical instru¬ 
ments over the next three 
years, including ultrasound 
machines and diagnostic 
equipment. 

Rusells Hall bosses are 
also spending almost £3.6m 
upgrading the computer 
systems over the next three 
years. The work should help 
to save money by reducing 
paperwork.

Marsden said: “The 
clinics at Wordsley 
Green, Coseley and The 
Limes have all now 
closed.

“There are currently 
no plans to close the sur¬ 
geries in Netherton or 
The Greens.”

A CAT owner in Dudley says she is terrified to let 
her pet out the house after it was shot in the leg. 

She is now calling on other residents to keep a close 
eye on their pets as she says police told her a second cat 
in the area was shot on the same day. 

Alison Holden says that when her cat, called Sparta, 
arrived back at her home in Brockmoor, Brierley Hill, 
limping badly with blood on his fur, she thought he had 
been in a fight with another cat. 

But when he was still limping a day later she decided 
to go to the vets where it was found he had been shot. 
The cat then had to undergo a £400 operation. 

Suffering 

Checkout assistant Mrs Holden, aged 43, of Briers 
Close, said: “They said the operation was quite compli¬ 
cated and if it didn’t work he would have to have his leg 
amputated. Obviously I said yes to trying the operation 
as he is a very much-loved cat. 

“We got him back from the vets and despite looking 
very sorry for himself, having been shaved all down his 
side, with a row of stitches and the bullet hole now 
visible he is coming on OK.” 

Mrs Holden added: “I will now be terrified of letting 
him outside when he is better too, as the next time he 
could be killed. It’s like this person has stolen £465 off 
me, and also my peace of mind for my cat, not to 
mention the suffering my cat has gone through.” 


Building work 
feeling pinch 


GOVERNMENT cuts, the 
harsh winter and a lack of 
commercial capital have 
hit the West Midlands con¬ 
struction industry harder 
than most in Britain - with 
experts tipping more job 
cuts and gloom. 

Figures released by the 
Royal Institute of Char¬ 
tered Surveyors (RICS) 
paint a grim picture of the 
final quarter of 2010. 

A construction market 
survey revealed a 10 per 
cent rise in the number of 
surveyors predicting 
employment levels to fall in 
the region over the next 12 
months. Government 
spending cuts mean both 


public housing and non¬ 
housing sectors in the West 
Midlands were the hardest 
hit. 

Nationally, material 
costs soared, with 56 per 
cent more surveyors 
reporting a rise in costs, up 
from 28 per cent during the 
previous three months. 

The cost of labour fell, 
reflecting increased compe¬ 
tition for jobs. 

Adrian Aston, regional 
RICS spokesman, said: 
“The bigger picture here is 
of an industry under signif¬ 
icant pressure as public 
spending cuts begin to bite. 

“There is little sign of a 
private sector recovery.” 


Revision of £12m housing plan 
wins backing from councillors 


A *NEW £12 million housing develop¬ 
ment will be built on a former Black 
Country drilling works after it was 
revealed the site was unlikely to be 
used for heavy industry again. 

Revised proposals for a housing devel¬ 
opment on the old M & J Drilling Works, 
in Holloway Street, Lower Gornal, Dudley 
were submitted by David Wilson Homes. 

A previous application by the developer 
to build 76 homes on the site had already 
been turned down during a 12 month-long 
battle over the future of the site. 

The new application for 74 houses was 
last week considered by planners who 
heard that the developer had agreed to 
pay almost £300,000 in contributions to 


community projects and transport net¬ 
works. 

A report to the committee said “the site 
is most unlikely to come forward for 
employment development” and could be 
used for homes. 

Ward members Councillor Anne Mill- 
ward, council leader, and Councillor David 
Stanley cabinet member for environment 
and culture, had both opposed the plan. 

Retained 

They raised concerns that the site was 
formerly used as landfill for the disposal of 
large battery packs, and feared future res¬ 
idents might complain about noise from a 
nearby industrial site. 

Councillor Millward had maintained 


the site should be retained for industrial 
use to help bring jobs to the area. 

But committee chairman Councillor 
Tim Wright said he could see no more 
reasons to refuse the application. 

“There are no objections,” he said. “In 
fact one resident supports the application, 
the company has revised its plans and we 
will ensure proper plans are seen by the 
council to deal with possible contamina¬ 
tion of the land. 

“There are pockets of land like this all 
over the borough.” 

The committee formally agreed to back 
planning officers’ recommendations to 
approve the plan.

Following his retirement he moved to Stour¬ 
bridge where he lived until his death in 1958, 
aged 74. In 2004 a remembrance plaque was 
dedicated to him at the entrance to Mary 
Stevens Park, near his Eveson Road house.

A VILLAGE High Street has been 
without litter bins for two months fol¬ 
lowing a £900,000 revamp sparking 
fury among residents and traders.

“I have not heard one single person say 
a good thing about the renovation yet. 

“The issue with the bins is just terrible. 
What is the point of these improvements to 
make the village look good if there is 
nowhere for people to put their litter?

‘We have taken to putting our own bin 
outside so people have a place where they 
can put their rubbish. It is just unfath¬ 
omable why this has not already been 
done.” 

Resident Bob Clarke said: “The works 
took more than 10 months to finish. Why 
couldn’t these bins have been made during 
this time so they would have been ready? 

“Even if that had not been possible, we 
are two months removed from these works 
being finished.” 

Council spokesman Jamie Angus said: 
“The bins and cycle parks will be installed 
in the next two or three weeks. 

“They had to be put on order which is 
why there has been a slight delay. But they 
have been delivered and a date is being 
arranged with Staffordshire County 
Council engineers to instal them.” 

Several traders had a big drop in profits, 
during the revamp work and some closed, 
including accessory store Bags ’n’ Things, 
in January last year. 

Villagers said that black asphalt at one 
end spoiled the look of the village.

Shows are saved 


SANDWELL Show and the 
Historic Vehicle Show, 
which attract more than 
20,000 visitors a year, have 
been saved after a U-turn by 
council bosses.

Councillor Shackleton did 
not clarify how the authority

Dead Space 2 (18, EA) 

IT’S basically Resident Evil in space though 
developers Visceral have taken the space ship 
location of Dead Space and expanded it to a 
whole city, known as The Sprawl. 

Taking elements from the games Aliens vs 
Predator and Resident Evil, plus a whole slew of 
horror and sci-fi movie influences - chiefly Alien 
and The Thing - DS2 efficiently delivers the 
thrills and chills as survivor Isaac Clarke (we 
now see what he looks like), still haunted by 
visions of his dead girlfriend, must battle an 
onslaught of gruesome new Necromorphs. 

These most unpleasant aliens use the bodies 
of their victims to warp and morph into mon¬ 
strous creatures, including acid pukers and 


zombie vampire babies. Not nice. There are a 
range of difficulty levels, with the top level being 
insanely hardcore, and you can play as the 
Necromorphs in multi-player mode. 

It’s tougher than the original and more time- 
consuming for those determined to get to the 
end. But by the time you’ve offed the zillionth 
Necromorph, you might start to yearn for the 
more rounded game experience of a Fallout or 
BioShock.

Little Big Planet 2 (7, Sony) 

Still one of the best reasons to buy a PS3, the

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Manager is stunned by sacking - now search starts for his replacement 

Arrivederci Roberto 


SACKED Baggies boss Roberto 
Di Matteo spoke of his “surprise 
and disappointment” as a search 
started for his replacement this 
week. 

The Italian was this week on ‘gardening 
leave’ after being relieved of his duties fol¬ 
lowing Saturday’s 3-0 defeat at Manches¬ 
ter City in the Premier League. 

Former Newcastle United manager Chris 
Hughton, Dudley-born Sam Allardyce and ex- 
Baggies captain Derek Mclnnes were among 
the candidates linked to the job at The 
Hawthorns. 

The sacking followed a run of seven defeats in 
nine matches that left Albion just outside the rele¬ 
gation zone on goal difference. 

The Albion board met late on Saturday and 
decided unanimously to remove Di Matteo from his 
job, with first team coach Michael Appleton in care¬ 
taker charge. 

Di Matteo, aged 40, on Monday said: “I was 
extremely surprised and disappointed to be relieved 
of my duties. 

“Apart from the first week of the season, the club 
has not been in the bottom three and has an impor¬ 
tant and crucial run of home fixtures coming up. I 


am disappointed that I don’t have the chance to lead 
the team through this crucial period and keep them 
in the league.” 

Many Baggies fans backed Di Matteo, with 
website chatrooms buzzing with criticism of the 
Albion board. 

But in the official statement club chairman 
Jeremy Peace said the decision was taken to give the 
club the best possible chance of staying in the 
Premier League. 

He said: “This has been a tough decision but we, 
as a board, believe it is the right one to give the club 
the best possible chance of remaining in the Bar¬ 
clays Premier League. 

“Our poor sequence of results stretches back more 
than three months and there has been little sign of 
it coming to an end. 

Difficult 

“If this run continues much longer, achieving our 
goal of retaining our Premier League status will 
become increasingly difficult. That is why we felt 
compelled to act now. 

“This club’s track record proves we do not take 
such decisions lightly, with Roberto being only our 
fourth manager or head coach in almost 11 years. 

“We now begin the search to find a new head coach 
who will fit into our existing set-up and work under 
our sporting and technical director, Dan Ashworth, 
with a view to taking the club forward. 

“On behalf of the board, I would like to thank 
Roberto for his efforts over the past 19 months, par¬ 


ticularly for his contribution towards last season’s 
promotion success and our very promising start to 
the current campaign. 

“We wish him and his family well for the future. 

“Roberto embraced the structure in which we 
wanted him to work and he has been a good col¬ 
league. However, we are in a results-driven industry 
and felt we had no choice but to act now.” 

Eddie Newton and Ade Mafe have left the club 
with immediate effect. 

Appleton, who will be assisted by Academy and 
reserve team coach Keith Downing, began his 
coaching career with Albion more than eight years 
ago after injury forced him to retire. He had joined 
Albion as a player in January 2001 and served as 
Academy coach and reserve team coach before being 
promoted to first team coach in June 2009. 

Ashworth added: “Staying in the Premier League 
is of paramount importance and we feel that with 
the right appointment, we can still achieve our goal. 

“In the meantime, first team affairs are in the 
very capable hands of Michael Appleton. He has 
gained all the coaching badges available, including 
the UEFA Pro Licence, and knows the club inside 
out. Most importantly he has earned the full respect 
of the players and everyone else at the football club. 

“I have worked closely with Roberto since June 
2009 and I would like to thank him, Eddie and Ade 
for all their hard work during this period and wish 
them well for the future.” 

The board says it will make no further comment 
until a new head coach has been appointed.

New boss faces big task, 
judging by this poor show 


AS job advertisements go, Albion’s 
latest public performance was a 
shocker. 

The defeat that spelled the end for 
Roberto Di Matteo did little to sell his 
head coach’s role to potential replace¬ 
ments. Bedevilled with the fundamental 
flaws that have propelled them down the 
Premier League table at a rate of knots, Di 
Matteo’s men ended his reign with a sad 
display that highlighted the scale of the 
task awaiting his successor. 

Such is the lure of the Premier League, 
there will doubtless be a queue of appli¬ 
cants vying for the chance to sit in one of 
the top-flight’s most uncomfortable 
chairs. But, as Di Matteo discovered for 
the final time at Eastlands, the mission 
that awaits the Baggies in the 13 matches 
to come has become increasingly testing 
with each demoralising defeat. 

The ghosts of previous Premier League 
failures have returned to possess the 
current team and Di Matteo leaves behind 
a group looking paralysed by the spectre 
of relegation. 

For the Italian, the sleepless nights are 
over. But the man who takes over will 
know their defensive demons must be 
exorcised effectively and quickly if a 
Premier League tale that began with 
thrilling moments is not to have a grisly 
ending. 

Saturday saw Manchester City birth¬ 
day-boy Carlos Tevez deliver a captivating 
performance as leading man, with 
impressive support from the wonderful 
David Silva and a swashbuckling display 
from Aleksandar Kolarov. Albion, with

confidence leaking away and errors 
becoming endemic, rarely threatened to 
spoil the party. 

Over Di Matteo’s sad, final weeks at the 
helm his charges have done the same 
things over and over again and appar¬ 
ently expected different results. 

Saturday was not all about Albion 
weakness. They arrived at the magnifi¬ 
cent City of Manchester Stadium to find 
the unpredictable hosts in stunning form 
and their talismanic captain at the peak of 
his powers. City’s passing and movement 
was scintillating while Tevez, on the day 
he turned 27, was at times simply 
unplayable. 

Hollow 

And yet, while the home side were 
deservedly hailed for the majesty of their 
play, there was simply no excuse for the 
way they were aided and abetted by 
Albion’s all-too-familiar deficiencies. 

All three of the striker’s memorable 
first-half goals owed plenty to his team’s 
slickness but a great deal to the lack of 
defensive discipline that has horribly 
undermined Albion’s attempts to consoli¬ 
date their fantastic early-season run. 

The Baggies left Manchester clinging to 
a handful of ‘positives’ from another 
dismal afternoon but — as the Hawthorns 
board clearly decided — the words of Di 
Matteo and his players sounded a little 
hollow. 

They pointed to the trio of smart saves 
they forced from City’s England goal¬ 


keeper Joe Hart.Yet, if near misses had 
been added to the respective tallies, City 
would have run out 9-3 winners - Boaz 
Myhill made some excellent saves while 
Tevez rattled the woodwork and went 
close on other occasions. 

They highlighted an improved second- 
half display in which Albion prevented the 
home side from adding to their all-too- 
easily-assembled first-half total. But City 
effectively ‘declared’ at the interval so the 
second-half clean sheet gained by Albion 
meant little, especially in view of a glaring 
miss from the terrific Tevez in the 79th 
minute. 

Sadly for the Baggies, the Argentine 
terrier had been much less generous in the 
first half, when he exposed their errors 
ruthlessly. First they switched off at a 
quick free-kick, forcing Steven Reid to 
bundle Kolarov to the ground, then 
Jerome Thomas inexplicably handled the 
ball after his side had been carved open for 
the umpteenth time. Tevez buried both 
penalties. 

In between the spot-kicks came his most 
magical moment as he side-stepped Jonas 
Olsson with a spectacular piece of skill 
before bagging his second. But even that 
special goal saw Vincent Kompany stride 
40 yards unchallenged through the heart 
of Albion territory. 

The second half was a non-event with 
City never believing that their lead was in 
serious danger. Long before the game was 
over Baggies fans’ minds were inevitably 
turning to a pair of massive home matches 
against West Ham and Wolves that now 
look almost certain to make or break their 
team’s season. 


Sub Fortune saves his 
peers against Wigan 


IN one night, Roberto Di 
Matteo’s team veered from ill- 
at-ease and uncertain to offer¬ 
ing enough potent bursts of 
exhilarating attacking foot¬ 
ball to meet the bottom-line 
requirement of not losing to 
an outfit Albion need to keep 
in the bottom three. 

The point was secured by a fine 
header from sub Marc- 
Antoine Fortune. Had they not 
suffered another disappointing 
referee’s call - and ‘disappointing’ 
is the polite term - on a fairly- 
clear penalty shout having pulled 
the game back to 2-2, they still 
might have landed all three. 

But that’s Albion. They remain 
one of the high-risk teams of the 
divisiont. They deserve to stay up 
for the bravery and quality of 
their football; they might be rele¬ 
gated because of its fragility. 
Either way it won’t be boring. 

It must be said that in Wigan, 
they met opponents every bit as 
willing to play their football on a 
razor’s edge and the result was a 
ridiculously open-contest. 

The gripping entertainment, 
which relegated on-loan Carlos 
Vela’s quiet debut for Albion to a 
sub-plot, ensured that even as it 
entered five minutes of added 
time, very few spectators were 
heading for the exits. But when it 
was all over, Albion were pretty 
much where they had been before 
kick-off — still with plenty to do to 
preserve their Premier League

status. And this despite the 
dream start of a fifth-minute goal 
from Peter Odemwingie which 
gave his team the rare luxury of 
opening the scoring for the first 
time in nine league games. 

Vela’s arrival from Arsenal and 
a sequence of seven defeats in 
eight matches had prodded Di 
Matteo into some significant 
changes - Gabriel Tamas and 
James Morrison were both 
dropped with Simon Cox given 
the role to provide the link 
between the top of midfield and 
Odemwingie. But it was one of the 
striker’s more familiar partners, 
Jerome Thomas, who provided 
the decisive through-ball follow¬ 
ing spadework by Youssouf 
Mulumbu and Cox which 
Odemwingie raced on to before 
poking a left-foot finish beyond 
the advance of Ali A1 Habsi. 

Soured 

This sweet goal was soured by 
what then transpired. 

If a sell-out home crowd, drawn 
to the stadium by ticket-price 
reductions, anticipated a relaxed 
Albion taking control they were to 
be disappointed as Wigan came 
back splendidly to open a 2-1 lead 
by the interval. 

Both goals sprang from an all- 
too-familiar source for Albion 
fans — the dreaded set-piece — 
although perhaps each came in 
mitigating fashion for the Di 


Matteo’s men. A foul by Mulumbu 
on the menacing and slippery 
Charles N’Zogbia on 20 minutes 
gave the same Wigan player a 
crack at goal which defeated Boaz 
Myhill after taking a deflection off 
Mulumbu from his station on the 
edge of the wall. And two minutes 
from the end of a first period in 
which Albion had been stretched 
and strained by Wigan’s offensive, 
an even better free-kick would 
give the visitors a deserved lead. 

This time, from the opposite 
side of the pitch, Ben Watson 
arced a sharp, in-swinging strike 
towards the penalty spot. Myhill 
was distracted by the traffic 
around him as well as the flight of 
the ball which flew untouched 
into his right-hand corner. 

Albion had suffered no less 
than they deserved for their play 
had been strangely-distracted 
and unconvincing despite fleeting 
moments of promise from Vela 
and Di Matteo’s more familiar 
cast of creative forces — 
Odemwingie, Thomas and Chris 
Brunt. 

But with captain Brunt provid¬ 
ing the lead, and the combative 
Mulumbu playing a more disci¬ 
plined role than of late, 
Albion’s improvement was visible 
after the break. 

The best of the chances fell to 
Hugo Rodallega, who twice 
wasted clear opportunities while 
Myhill stood up to further efforts 
from Franco Di Santo and N’Zog¬ 
bia.

Arsenal will surely now be 
looking forward to Wolves’ 
arrival at the Emirates a 
whole lot less than they were 
before Saturday. But what is it 
about Wolves and the big boys 
this season? 

You could have got 18-1 
against the Premier League’s 
bottom team denying the 
leaders a club record 30th 
unbeaten League game before 
5.30pm on Saturday. 

Those odds rose to 400-1 for 
Wolves to beat United 2-1 and 
Elokobi to score his first

League goal in gold and black. 

And yet on a crazy day of 
Premier League thrills and 
spills, that was exactly how 
this game unfolded in an 
unforgettable evening of 
drama at an ecstatic, rocking 
Molineux as United followed 
Chelsea and Manchester City 
to leave Wolverhampton 
humbled by a Wolves side who 
have also humiliated Liver¬ 
pool at Anfield. 

But as Wolves fans cele¬ 
brated long and hard into the 
night, they must have wished 
their team could transfer that 
infallibility against the big 
boys to the rank and file of the 
Premier League. 

When Wolves play like they 
did on Saturday night, it 
beggars belief that they are 
where they are, bottom of the 


table. But there’s a reason and 
regular punters will know that 
for every heroic performance 
against the Uniteds, Citys, 
Chelseas and Liverpools this 
season, there are many more 
let-downs against the West 
Hams, Wigans and Blackpools 
to leave supporters tearing 
their hair out in frustration. 

Harness 

Now surely is the time they 
must harness the collective 
error-free performance which 
gave Mick McCarthy three 
points in his 100th Premier 
League game as a manager. 

Every back-pass and clear¬ 
ance was true, headers and 
tackles were won convincingly, 
and, when it came to it, 
chances were taken. In short, 
players did their jobs bril¬ 
liantly. McCarthy had called 
on his players to drag out a 


special response after the 
letdown at Bolton three days 
earlier. And there’s something 
about the ‘bouncebackability’ 
of McCarthy and his players 
that enables these extraordi¬ 
nary feats to happen. 

Is it just coincidence that 
when they have beaten Liver¬ 
pool, Chelsea and now United 
they have gone into the game 
bottom of the table and on the 
back of a damaging defeat? 

It seems as if they have to hit 
a metaphoric rock bottom 
before they can come out and 
perform like super heroes. 

But with 10 games out of the 
remaining 13 against teams in 
the bottom half of the table, 
they need to produce more 
heroics. 

Christophe Berra has never 
had a better game in a gold 
shirt as he won header after 
header and clearance after 


clearance, the ball seemingly a 
magnet to him. 

Alongside him, Richard 
Stearman was a solid, reassur¬ 
ing presence, while on his own 
up front, Kevin Doyle brought 
a new meaning to the phrase 
‘hardworking’.
